Though  the  Loyola  gridders  suffered  a 
defeat  at  \\  iiliamsburg,  the  score  far  from 
tells  the  excellence  ot  the  brand  of  foot- 
ball that  the  “Green  and  Gray’’  warriors 
displayed.

The 
game  was  another  of  those  early  season  up- 
sets, for  the  Irish,  contrary  to  the  opinion 
voiced  by  experts,  Completely  outplayed  and 
defeated  the  Washingtonians. 

T he  first  quarter  and  the  greater  part  of 
the  second  was  a thrilling  battle  featuring 
an  exchange  of  excellent  punts  in  which 
Paul  Byrne,  versatile  star  of  the  Loyola 
squad,  more  than  held  his  own.  The  lone 
score  came  late  in  the  second  quarter  when, 
after  advancing  the  ball  from  midfield  to 
Catholic  U s 1-0  yard  line,  Harry  Child 
tossed  a pa  s to  Mackall,  who  carried  the 
ball  across  the  goal  line.  Byrne  added  the 
extra  point. 


LOYOLA  OUTPLAYS  WASH- 
INGTON COLLEGE 

The  Loyola  College  eleven,  flashing  the 
same  fighting  spirit  that  marked  the  well- 
earned  victory  at  Washington  last  week, 
triumphed  over  the  scrappy  Chestertown 
huskies  by  the  score  of  28  to  0.  Many  of 
Loyola’s  veterans,  no  doubt,  remembered 
the  defeat  handed  them  by  the  Eastern 
Shoremen  last  year,  when  they  lost  by  the 
small  margin  of  six  points.  In  this  game 
at  the  Venable  Stadium  the  Green  and 
Gray  gained  not  only  weet  revenge  but 
also  showed  football  fa' s that  it  is  a team 
to  be  reared  by  other  college  elevens. 

A verv  prominent  feature  was  the  ready 
interference  given  the  hall-carrying  backs, 
and  the  firmness  of  the  concrete  wall  that 
composed  Loyola’s  first  line  of  defense. 
Phis  was  especially  evident  in  the  first  half, 
when  the  spectators  saw  a well-oiled  Cofall 
machine  working  with  the  utmost  snap  and 
precision.  It  was  a grand  march  over  the 
opponent’s  goal  three  successive  times. 
Ground  was  gained  mainly  by  end  runs 
capably  executed  by  By.ne  and  Child.  A 
mystifying  triple  pass  to  Captain  Shanahan 
placed  the  ball  within  scoring  distance. 
'I  hen  a lightning-like  dash  through  the 
opposing  defense  by  Childs  brought  the  ball 
on  the  one-yard  mark.  Salinger  squeezed 
his  way  through  tackle  to  score  the  first 
touchdown.  i 

After  Loyola  had  kicked  off,  Cavanaugh 
was  forced  to  punt  anu  then  lost  the  ball 
on  a fumble.  Mackall  intercepted  a Wash- 
ington pass.  FrqipJjs  own  40-yard  line 
Loyola  started  the  parade  that  ended  by 
Child  makmg  a sweeping  end  run  for  the 
second  score. 

Before  the  half  ended  Loyola  scored  for 
( the  third  time.  Gaining  the  ball  on  a 
Washington  fumble,  an  aerial  attack  was 
launched  that  completely  baffled  the  Shore- 
men. A forward  pass  with  John  McNichol 
(at  the  receiving  end  netted  25  yards.  From 
here,  Hahn  who  had  replaced  Salinger, 
plunged  through  and  placed  the  pigskin 
over  the  goal.  Polly  Byrne’s  trusty  toe  had 
successfully  booted  th;  three  points  after 
touchdown  and  made  the  score  at  the  end 
of  the  lir.t  half  21  to  0. 

The  G reen  and  Griy  started  the  second 
half  with  practically  an  entire  second  team. 
And  in  the  first  five  minutes  of  play  gave 
an  exhibition  of  football  not  much  less  bril- 
liant than  that  displayed  in  the  first  half. 
Mighty  Jim  Hahn  aided  by  the  clever  work 
of  Connolly  doggedly  plunged  and  rushed 
through  the  opposing  defense  for  gain  after 
gain  until  the  70-yard  drive  ended  with 
Connol'v  in  pesresssion  of  the  ball  across 
the  scoring  line. 

I hr  splendid  victory  over  the  Shoremen 
omens  well  for  the  confirm  grapple  wi  th  the 
Johns  Hopkins  eleven.  We  gained  revenge 
over  Washington  College,  but  remember 
the  87  to  0 defeat  administered  by  Hopkins 
two  years  ago.  Loyola  must  wipe  out  that 
defeat  by  a victory  this  Saturday.

The  victory  chalked  up  at  the  expense  of 
Catholic  University  has  proven  the  turning 
point  in  Loyola’s  1926  football  campaign. 
The  team  that  wears  our  colors  has  tasted 
victory  and  liked  it,  and  from  now  on  is 
going  to  be  one  of  the  hardest  teams  to  beat, 
Maryland  has  ever  seen.  Their  lack  of  ex- 
perience has  been  overcome,  as  Stan  Cofall 
said  it  would  be,  by  an  unconquerable  spirit 
and  the  assurance  that  comes  through  de- 
cisive victory  over  a good  team. 

Baltimore  viewed  the  Washington  Col- 
lege game  with  no  little  surprise.  It  saw 
a vastly  improved  Loyola  team  with  an 
asset  it  has  never  boasted  in  previous  year;, 
a capable  reserve  squad.  The  back  fipld 
composed  of  Byrne,  Child,  Salinger  and 
Mackall  after  drawing  first  blood,  watched 
their  understudies,  Hahn,  Shea,  Connelly, 
and  Enright,  continue  the  march  to  victory 
over  the  Eastern  Shore  eleven.  Lank  Tan- 
ton  made  his  debut  as  a tackle  in  Saturday’s 
contest  and  performed  creditably  both  on 
the  offense  and  defense. 

Saturday’s  game  with  Hopkins  is  one  of 
the  most  important  on  -ur  schedule  and 
one  which  we  want  to  win.  Your  presence 
in  the  stands,  cheering  and  fighting  with 
the  team  will  help  a great  deal,  so  be  on 
hand  early,  line  up  ir.  '.yrrTi'yola  section 
and  yell  until  the  old  voice?  refuses  to  make 
another  audible  sound. 

It  is  going  to  afford  the  followers  of  the 
Blue  Jay  and  Irish  elevens  a great  deal  of 
pleasure  to  contrast  the  work  of  the  rival 
captains  in  Saturday’s  game.  Both  of  these 
men  have  played  four  years  and  are  looked 
on  as  candidate:  for  a berth  on  the  mythical 
All-Maryland  Eleven.  Malonee  was  the 
big  gun  in  the  Richmond  game,  scoring  the 
only  touchdown  of  th?  gam?  and  adding  the 
extra  point  by  booting  the  ball  over  the 
posts,  while  the  work  of  our  captain  was 
hardly  less  brilliant  against  the  Shoremen. 
Dan  made  two  fine  runs  with  the  ball  and 
was  a deadly  tackier  on  the  defm'ive.
